The Department of Social Services is recommending the Board of County Commissioners
accept a notice of subgrant award to assist clients moving from transitional housing into more
permanent housing.

PREVIOUS ACTION

BACKGROUND

Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration’s (SAMHSA) Cooperative
Agreements to Benefit Homeless Individuals (CABHI) programs are competitive grant
programs, jointly funded by the SAMHSA Center for Mental Health Services (CMHS) and
the SAMHSA Center for Substance Abuse Treatment (CSAT). The CABHI programs support
state and local community efforts to provide behavioral health treatment and recovery-
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oriented services. These services are provided within a supportive housing approach for
people with:

e Substance use disorders

¢ Serious mental illness

e Serious emotional disturbance

o Co-occurring mental and substance use disorders

CABHI’s primary goal is to ensure that the most vulnerable people experiencing
homelessness and chronic homelessness receive access to housing, treatment, and recovery
support services. These people often include veterans, families, and youth.

The objectives of this funding are to provide financial assistance to support projects for the
development and implementation of prevention, treatment and rehabilitation activities
directed to the diseases of alcohol and drug abuse.

SECTION A

Assurances

As a condition of receiving subgranted funds from the Nevada State Division of Public and Behavioral Health, the
Subgrantee agrees to the following conditions:

Grant funds may not be used for other than the awarded purpose. in the event Subgrantee expenditures do not
comply with this condition, that portion not in compliance must be refunded to the Division.

Sub-grantee agrees to comply with the requirements of the Title XII Public Law 103-227, the “PRO-KIDS Act of 1994,"
smoking may not be permitted in any portion of any indoor facility owned or regularly used for the provision of health,
day care, education, or library services to children under the age of 18, if the services are funded by Federal programs
either directly or through State or local governments.
